New Sound of Columbia Teachers College 


The nime of Columbia Teachers Col- 


lege in New York City has been blackened 
during the. last two or three decides by 
charges that it is the wellsprinf of "pro- 
gressive" education, emphasizing learning 
by doing and the importance of educating 
"the whole child." Detractors have blamed 
this emphasis for the lowering of intellec- 
tual standards in many of our public 
schools. Some of the criticism certainly 
was merited and some of it was too ex- 
treme. The new president, 
Dr. John 


Fischer, has been outspoken about what 
he thinks are the priorities of "education. 


Dr. Fischer, dean of the college since 


1959, made headlines last year when he 
condemned what he called "entertainment, 
civic development and charitable exer- 
cises" in the schools. Instead he spoke for 
"intellectual competence" as a primary 
aim and pointed out that "schools are es- 
tablished by adults to give young people 
the advantage of systematic teaching and 
learning." 


This is a long way from the extremes 


of progressive education which permits the 
child to develop as he wishes with no ap- 
parent system at all. 


Dr. Fischer is a scholar and we may as- 


sume that his ideas have come from study 
and research. But we must suspect that 
part of the change at Columbia—and it has 
been coming gradually and is indicated by 
the new choice of president—is a result 
of the barrage of criticism that has echoed 
around the country. Education is not a 
world apart, as a handful of educators like 
to think, and it should be perturbed by the 
rumblings from laymen. 


Changes in education are healthy. It 


is particularly encouraging for a top leader 
to point out that school should teach sub- 
ject matter and worry * little less about 
the social development of the students. 


Actually part of the problem is a mat- 


ter of semantics. Thus Harold Taylor, 
former president of Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege, calls himself'"an 
unreconstructed 


progressive" in education but he is very 
critical of what he terms' the abuse of the 
concept of educating the whole child. He 
decries what he calls the conservative, 
trend which merely demands more disci- 
pline and tougher subjects but he also says 
"you get neither emotional nor intellectual 
maturity, but instead sloppy work, under- 
achievement, and unstable emotions" from 
merely establishing warm and friendly 
atmospheres and not even encouraging the 
child to carry out simple directions. "It is 
wise for a child to know that there are 
certain things to which a teacher and a 
society should not be expected to adjust. 
. . . For certain situations and certain ac- 
tions there can be no more healthy emotion 
than that of disgust. . ." 


It should be obvious that teachers can- 


not help a youngster while working only 
upon the intellect. Nor can the slower 
learners be carrying out the processes of 
democracy by holding down the fast ones 
or being punished for not keeping up. The 
primary aim of education in the public 
schools should be to teach basic skills and 
then instruct the youngster in how to find 
out and want to learn that which he does 
not know. It's time for the hassle over the 
"whole child" and the progressive vs. con- 
servative methods to be forgotten.

Who Discovered America? 


The Russians have casually announced 


from time to time the invention of just 
about everything from the steam engine 
to Little Red Riding Hood. But their rivals, 
the Red Chinese, have done them one bet- 
ter. They discovered America—so they say. 


The Peiping China Youth Daily reports 


that "there is increasing evidence to show 
that our ancestors reached America fully 
1.000 years earlier than Columbus." A 
source is Columbus himself who, until 
his death, "still adhered to the conviction 
that he had discovered a navigation route 
to the east coast of Asia. This error often 
was ascribed by scholars to the prejudice 
of Columbus and to his wrong geographical 
concept. But, viewed in the light of the 
present, his mistake may be traced to a 
cognitional source. The sight of inhabi- 
tants in America resembling East Asians 
could possibly be the reason for his belief 
that he had reached Asia. The fact that 
America was discovered by the Chinese is 


Facts About the Aging 


The first task of the newly created 


state commission on the aging should be 
to nail down more credibly the statistical 
facts about the problems of the elderly in 
the general population. 


The commission recently was created 


by legislative act and its members have 
been named by Gov.

More probably Santa Claus is

Tracking Net Always in Touch With Satellite

If Marine Lt. Col. John H. 


Glenn rockets into orbit around 
the earth in mid-January, as 
hopefully planned, the men who 
make life-or-death decisions on 
his flight will work from data 
supplied by computers so fan- 
tastically sophisticated they can 
tolerate 32 irritating questions 
in succession and neither ^low 
a transistor nor loose track of 
the main job. 


During the 4^ hours of Lt. 


Col. Glenn's scheduled 3-orbit 
flight, computers will make hun- 
dreds of millions of calculations. 
Many will be cisually display- 
ed on a busy, 30-foot animated 
map 
at the Mercury 
Space 


Control Center in Cape Canav- 
eral where the operations direc- 
tor masterminds the flight. 


Advanced System 


The Mercury tracking and an- 


alysis network is one of the most 
advanced and powerful informa- 
tion systems ever developed. Its 
assignment: To monitor and 
analyze the flight of Mercury 
capsules from launch through 
orbit to impact. 


The network has three main 


elements: (1) the "eyes" and 
"ears" provided by 18 stations 
spotted around the globe under- 
neath the orbits of the space- 
craft; (2) electronic "brains" at 
the Goddard Space Flight Cen- 
ter in Greenbelt. Md., where in- 
formation picked up by the sta- 
tions is digested in a huge bank 
of computers; and (3) the Mer- 
cury Control Center at the Cape 
where the sum of all observa- 
tion and analysis is put at the 
fingertips of the man who makes 
the big decisions in emergen- 
cies. 


The eyes and ears of the sys- 


tem come in various sizes. Some 
are able to do more than oth- 
ers. 
Seven can only send or re- 


ceive voice signals to and from 
the astronaut and monitor the 
radio signals automatically re- 
porting dozens of facts about 
conditions in the capsule. The 
next grade of station adds ra- 
dar surveillance, enabling com- 
puters in Grecnbe.lt, Md., to 
pinpoint capsule position. The

What Did He Mean? 


Is it safe for the United States 


to assume that Malinovsky did 
not mean the Soviets had de- 
veloped an anti-missile missile? 


"While he didn't say they had 


a deployed anti-ICBM system, 
he did say they could destroy 


rockets in flight. I don't §ee 
how we can assume less than 
a solution to the 
anti-ICBM 


problem." 


Opponents of the Nike-Zeus 


have asserted that the radar 
controls of the system can be 
jammed. Has the 
jamming 


problem been licked? 


"Many people," Trndean said, 


"have been confused by the 
1958 tests in the Pacific. The 
jamming was limited principal- 
ly to radio conununicat I o ns. 
Radar was affected to a much 
Ifsser extent 
. . . While no sys- 


tem is perfect, we think the 
jamming business has been over- 
played." 


(In 1958 two Redstone rockets 


loaded with megaton warheads 
were exploded in the stratos- 
phere over Johnston Island to 
test the effect of nuclear ex- 
plosions on radio and radar and 
to measure the disturbance of 
the ionosphere. Some radio chan- 
nels were blacked out over a 
large area, but not all. Both 
shots disturbed the ionosphere 
over an area 3,000 miles in dia- 
meter.) 


Charge Not Proved 


What about the charge that 


the Nike-Zeus could be con- 
fused and made hopelessly in- 
effective by decoys? 


"No one has yet proved that 


a decoy can be made with the 
same characteristics as a war- 
head. We do have a highly dis- 
criminating radar which can de- 
tect the distinct differences, such 
as weight-to-drag ratio."

heads 
identical 
in size 
and 


flight characteristics to the real 
thing. Trudeau continued, they 
might as well put warheads in 
them.

No Complete Defense 


This does not mean that every

as <o how the Nike-Zeus works. 


The Nike-Zeus warhead does 


not have to make physical con- 
tact with its target. By explod- 
ing a nuclear device in the 
stratosphere somewhere in the 
vicinity of the incoming war- 
head, the latter is neutralized. 


This means that 
while 
the 


warhead will not be destroyed 
in flight, it will be an expen- 
sive piece of non - explosive 
hardware upon impact. That is 
the theory.

warhead has to come to

target la order to achieve Its 
objective te top secret. 


Brains in Computer 


In interviews with Nike-Zeus 


technicians, however, the analo- 
gy is used that the whole busi- 
ness is akin to hitting a bullet 
with a paddle the size of a 
football field. 


The heart of the Nike-Zeus 


system is an integrated 
and 


completely automated, four-ra- 
dar network. The brains of the • 
system is enclosed in a huge 
computer, while the striking arm 
is a solid-fueled missile. 


The Nike-Zeus missile has an 


initial thrust of about 500,000 
pounds — about twice that of - 
the Atlas ICBM. 


The key to the Nike-Zeus sys- 


tem is the target acquisition 
radar. The prototype at White 
Sands is the most powerful ever 
built in this country. 


The receiver on this radar 


uses a lens 
principle 
which 


focuses signals bounced off the 
target in much the same fashion 
as light rays are focused by a 
glass prism. 


Thus, weak return signals can 


be concentrated and the range 
of the receiver is vastly 
in- 


creased. This radar literally 
scans thousands of cubic miles 
of space a second. 


Can Tell 
Difference 


As soon as a launching is de- 


tected, a second radar known 
as the discriminator cornea in- 
to operation. The army 
ays 


flatly this radar can tell the 
difference between a warhead 
and a decoy rarh time. 


The moment the warhead Is 


selected a target track radar 
latches onto its image. As the' 
target approaches, information 
on its speed and flight path Is 
fed into a computer which se- 
lects an impact point and then 
launches the missile on an in- 
tercept course. The missile is 
guided to the area by a fourth 
radar. 


Nike-Zeus advocates admit it's 


true their system is vulnerable 
to attack but add somewhat 
cockily that to destroy the in- 
stallation the enemy warhead 
must first get by the Zeus mis- 
sile. 


Whatever the pro-Zeus, anti- 


Zeus arguments, 
this fact 
is 


certain: 


For the present, the Nike-Zeus 


is the non-Communist world's 
only hope for a workable anti- 
missile missile. 


"There is nothing else in the 


fiee world," said Trudeau, "this 
close to the hardware stage ..

rale was splendid. He had been 
so informed by his butler, who 
was home on leave. 


Another Recollection 


(I have often 
wondered 
if 


there was a connection between

In the fall of 1940, after the 
sickening French army debacle, 
I was flying home with the re- 
turning Ambassador to Britain, 
Joseph Kennedy. He was re- 
calling the spring's events with

we'd be all right — hell!")

Talent Waste 


This is a new generation and

Short of proof 
to the contrary, I will persist 
in thinking they do; and I will 
claim that what can t r u l y 
harm the spirit of that highly 
individualistic, self- conscious 
character, the American sold- 
ier, 
are two things: first, the

halt. Baseball has yet to act on such other 
problems as solidifying the minor league 
structure and speeding up the game to 
make it a more attractive spectator 
product, but the so-called new bonus rule 
could save an estimated 40 per cent of 
the amount annually squandered on con- 
tested talent. The rule revision, which

was approved by both the majors and the 


minors will work as a curb to bonus payments because 
of the way it slters the first-year player draft rule. The 
change, you'll recall, makes it impossible for a big league 
club to option more than one first-year player to the 
minors. Even that one player will count on the club's 
roster of 25 active players. 


The amounts of individual bonuses will continue 


large because of intense competition. Thus, the one play- 
er eligible for option might still draw $100,000 or $150,- 
000, or whatever. In fact, there is nothing to prevent a 
club from signing three or four others for the same bulky 
stipends. It's not going to be done, of course, since each 
of the additional players would have to count on the 
25-man roster. Since they couldn't be optioned out, they'd 
be warming a major league bench. No team is going into 
a pennant race with only 20 or 21 experienced players.

Teams Must be Much More Selective 


A big league club, can attempt to send more than 


one first-year player to the minors; but to do so, it must 
give every other team a crack at that prospect for the 
newly-created waiver price of $8,000. Even, if the player 
gets past the waiver roadblock, he can't be reacquired by 
-the original club until everyone else has had a chance to 
claim him in an unrestricted draft for $8,000. For, any 
rookie left in the minors will be eligible for draft. It's 
plain to see that even the wild spenders among big league 
clubs aren't going to pay $75,000 for a prospect, then 
risk losing him for a mere $8,000 either on waivers or in 
the draft. Thus, the Braves, for example, who spent an 
estimated $850,000 in bonuses this year and have a long 
record of bonus flops are typical of the teams that will 
be a whole lot more selective from now on.

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Profiles in Science

NIKOLA TESLA 


Nikola Tesla was not only a great genius of 


electrical science, but a great genius of incorrupt- 
ible individuality as well. 


His name was a household word in the early 


years of this century after his invention of the 
induction motor and his perfection of the principle 
of the rotary magnetic field used in transmitting 
electric power from Niagara Falls. 


Tesla invented and improved dynamos, trans- 


formers, induction coils, condensers, arc and in- 
candescent lamps, and lamps that used electrically 
charged gas and were the forerunners of modern 
fluorescent lights and neon tubes. 


Tesla is also credited by many scientists with 


laying the scientific foundation for such inventions 
as the wireless, the wireless or "beam" transmis- 
sion of electrical power, of many of the machines 
of today's automation and of the cyclotron used to 
smash the atom. 


Tesla's individualism was characterized by the 


"grand gesture." 


He quit good jobs because of his disagreements 


with his employers. One of his bitterest quarrels 
was with Thomas Edison. 


Tesla was born in Yugoslavia in 1856. He 


studied as Graz, Austria, and at the University of 
Prague. After making a considerable reputation 
in Europe he went to the United States in 1884 to 
work with Edison. 


After he had improved Edison's generators he 


quit when his request for a promised $50,000 re- 
ward was turned aside as a joke. 


After leaving Edison he worked .for George 


Westinghouse, the great inventor and founder of 
the Westinghouse Electric Co. When Westinghouse 
got into difficulties during a financial panic, Tesla, 
declaring Westinghouse had been his true friend, 
dramatically tore up his royalty contract, an act 
that cost him millions of dollars. 


In 1912 Tesla and Edison were jointly offered 


the Nobel Prize in Physics. 


In the "grandest gesture" of all, Tesla indig- 


nantly refused to share the prize. 


The honors Tesla most appreciated came to 


him in England, where the Royal Society honored 
him by seating him in the chair once owned by 
Michael Faraday, and where he was given a sip 
from Faraday's bottle of whiskey.

JEALOUSY CAN 


BE NORMAL, TOO 


It need not be a green-eyed monster, 


says this expert, but an emotion 


to be understood and accepted

/TIHERE'S A NEW baby in your family. Your two- 
A year-old surprises you with a blunt "No kiss 
Baby." He also plays upon your heartstrings when 
he pleads. "Kiss me" or "Play with me." 


Your 14-year-old son has set his sights on the 


science medal to be awarded at his commencement. 
He misses it by a point but shakes the winner's 
hand and walks away with tears in his eyes. 


These are incidents in which jealousy was justi- 


fiable. Suppose the older child showed instant love 
when the new baby was brought home, or the boy 
had made a pompous little sjpeech about how glad 
he was that the other boy had won the medal. 


To do any of these things would be abnormal, for 


it would reveal a complete lack of normal emotion. 
A mentally ill person can insulate himself against 
feeling, but a normal person must fee?. For him to 
be aware of jealousy is as normal as to be in love, 
to be angry, to be afraid, or to have any other 
emotion. 


If you are alive, you feel. If you feel, you feel 


jealousy. So if you're jealous, accept it. 


Yet. at the same time you accept jealous feel- 


ings, you should realize, too, that jealousy can be- 
come excessive and control you instead of you 
controlling it. When, for instance, an older child, 
talking of a baby brother or sister, goes beyond 
"No kiss Baby" and "Drop Baby," to "Kill Baby" 
or "Burn Baby" or to repeated attempts to harm 
the new arrival, he has flashed a danger signal. If 
he persists in the expression of destructive feel- 
ings and actions, he may need psychiatric help. 


But much depends upon how you prepare the 


older child for the new baby's arrival. If the older 
child is between 1% and 3, he is more prone 
to this kind of jealousy than at any other age. You 
should wait until a few weeks before the baby is 
due to tell the three-year-old about him. If, how- 
ever, your older child is over three, you should 
tell him almost as soon as you yourself know: you 
should encourage him to share in preparations for 
the baby—in fact, more and more doctors and psy- 
chiatrists believe that you should prepare a child 
over three foi- his jealousy toward the new baby, 
because he is bound to experience it. 


Your child may show jealousy in other ways, 


too. A sick child will be jealous of a well child, 
a poor child of a rich child. But he can emerge 
unscathed if you accept these jealousies without 
making an issue of them and provide him with 
opportunities to release these feelings through 
active play and hobbies. 


A LTHOUCH WE have been talking of children, the 


-TV same principles apply to the adult and his 
jealousies. As an adult, you, too, can keep jealousy 
within bounds by being realistic about it—by ac- 
cepting it not as the green-eyed monster of story- 
books but as a.natural call for love. Perhaps it is 
a call for love that you used to have but which 
someone now is withholding from you; or for love 
that you do not have but which you want; or even 
for love that the other person feels for you. but is 
unable to show. Many of my patients, suffering 
from feelings of being unloved, find comfort in the 
realization that "I didn't feel loved" was not be- 


cause they were unworthy of being loved but 
because another could not show or give it. 


When you want what you don't have, you often 


direct your jealousy toward the source of your 
deprivation. It may be a person, but it can also be 
a thing 01- an institution. I have known husbands 
and wives who were jealous of the organizations 
to which the other belonged, the hobby he cher- 
ished, or even simple affection that was felt for 
a parent or a friend. 


One of my patients is violently jealous of her 


husband's business. Resenting the time that he 
takes from her "to be at the office long after other 
men have come home." this wife has personalized 
her husband's business to the point of making an 
actual rival of it. In the heat of an argument she 
taunted. "Why don't you go to your office? You 
love your papers more than me." 


Other adults relive their childhood jealousies by 


demanding from parent figures—the boss, the su- 
pervisor, the teacher, the friend—the love denied 
them by their parents. When these associates seem 
friendlier to someone else, there is often a repeat 
performance of the whole saga" of rivalry that ex- 
isted with brothers and sisters. The result is im- 
mature behavior that retards progress at work and 
disrupts personal relationships. 


Rid yourself of guilt feelings about jealousy that 


is essentially normal. Everyone, child and adult, 
has—and should have—a healthy share of it. Be 
concerned about it only when it is out of proportion 
to the provocation, or when it is compounded by 
distortion, malice, or destructiveness.

ROBERT WHITE, U. S. A. F., felt the jolt as 


his tiny plane catapulted from the "mother" 


ship, a bulky B-52, at 45,000 feet. He pushed full 
throttle, and the experimental rocket plane X-15 
blasted forward under a 57,000-pound thrust. 


Whites flight over the blistering Mojave desert 


last June was "routine," a simple matter of setting 
a new speed record—except when you fly an un- 
known such as this half-airplane, half-rocket ship 
at twice the speed of a rifle bullet, nothing is 
really routine. 


The dartlike X-15 surged upward toward 100,000 


feet, burning half its 15-ton starting weight in one 
75-second blast of cosmic power. As its speed ap- 
proached 3.600 miles an hour, Whites glance 
caught the cabin-pressure indicator, and he real- 
ized trouble was ahead. The indicator was slipping; 
through a leak, his cockpit was losing pressure in 
the thin upper atmosphere. As it did, his flight 
suit momentarily ballooned around him, and he 
felt like a bloated caricature in a holiday parade. 


"Air pressure dropping." White radioed the 


B-52. "My flight suit inflating." 


In a jet chase plane observing the test run. Joe 


Walker, the civilian X-15 test pilot for the Na- 


X-15 hurtled through thin air; as it crashed into 
denser atmosphere, its special nickel-alloy skin 
compressed the air around the ship into a thick, 
friction-producing plasma that scourged the plane's 
blue-black protective paint in 900-degree tempera- 
ture. White dropped into a sharp angle of re-entry 
knowing that too flat a dive would turn the X-15 
into an incinerator. 


Eleven minutes after launch, White was safely 


on earth and dismissing the incidents as "routine.' 


"The suit responded perfectly, just as it was 


supposed to," he said, running fingers through 
tousled hair and smiling handsomely. "I was never 
concerned." Joe Walker nodded in agreement. 


Both ignored the ugly red welt on Whites fore- 


head and the purplish bruises on his flesh where 
the safety straps had locked him in a strangling 
grip for a while. 


As primary test pilots for the X-15, White and 


Walker were faithfully echoing the creed of their 
home field at Edwards Air Force Base, Calif.— 
"Flying the X-15 isn't much more dangerous than 
driving on the Los Angeles Freeway." 


And, with countless precautions and counterpre- 


cautions, that may be. Still, it's a hau-raising

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
leaned forward anxiously to catch White's voice 
Walker, too, had had close calls while pushing the 
50-foot research craft to the capacities envisioned 
by designers. 


"I can't reach down and get those switches" 


White said. 


The X-15 is equipped with numerous emergency 


devices, but the pilot was virtually a prisoner in 
the swollen suit now: and this was a situation de- 
manding split-second reactions. 


Yet if White could hold on. if he could force his 


hand to the side stick, which controls the plane 
hydrauhcally. he could make it: he could guide the 
plane until the flight suit automatically adjusted 
to the atmosphere. But then more trouble—"Got 
tingling sensation, right arm," White reported. 


The straps of his suit, while saving White from 


being caromed about the cockpit, were cutting 
deep into his flesh, shutting off his circulation 
Fighting the awkwardness of a fat man White 
drove his hand to the stick. He took control of 
the ship and, at a mile a second, soared to the 
fringes of outer space. His suit lost its immobilizing 
rigidity, and in a few minutes White began maneu- 
vering into a downward glide. 


There was one minute of weightlessness as the 


way to earn a living for the wife and kiddies 


At 37. Bob White is the younger, more reserved 


of the pair. He and his wife Doris live in a modest 
home on hot, windy scrub land around Edwards 
and take every opportunity to visit the local swim- 
ming pool or drive to the Pacific shore for swim- 
ming with their children, Gregory, 7, Pamela, 4 
Maureen. 2. 


"I suppose Doris is used to being the wife of a 


test pilot." White says. "Ifs just part of my occu- 
pation as a military officer—not as docile as sitting 
at a desk, but women learn to accept things. At 
least Doris doesn't show anxiety, and I'm thankful 
for that." 


White was a P-51 fighter pilot duVing World 


War II. After 52 combat missions, he was shot 
down near Nuremberg and imprisoned in Febru- 
ary, 194D. After the war came an electrical engi- 
neering degree from New York University, then' 
a return to service for the Korean fighting. 


' After that," he says, "I decided the Air Force ' 


was it for good. Test flying has its exciting mo- 
ments, but I still say nothing is more exciting than 
combat flying." 


Joe Walker is 40, seems younger than White de- 


spite some graying, and looks like a trim Andy 
Devme. Unlike White who is a city boy from New 
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York, Joe comes from a farm near Washington 
Pa. He served %vith a P-38 squadron in Italy during 
the war. He met his wife Grace at a "matrimonial" 
Sunday school for single people, and the couple 
now lives in Lancaster, Calif., where Joe fights a 
losing battle trying to grow grass in arid soil. Last 
summer, shortly before he set a worlds speed rec- 
ord of 3,645 mph. Grace presented him with their 
fourth child, Elizabeth Ann. Others are Tom. 11. 
Jim, 9. and Joe ("don't call him Joe. Junior/"), 2. 
Like White's children, they're more interested' in 
cowboys than test pilots. 


"Grace has learned to accept the dangers of my 


work," Joe says—although later he will claim 
there's little danger. "She knows how much it 
means to me. I don't know what I love about flying 
but friends tell me I'm in my best humor after 
being up. It must be in my blood." 


One of Joe Walkers close calls on the X-15 


occurred last March when an electrical malfunc- 
tion prevented the rocket plane from detaching 
from the B-52. The pilot of the B-52 was forced 
to set down gently with the X-15—"a flying tank 
of 94.000 pounds of volatile fuel." as one engineer 
describes it—tucked under his wing. 


him from the cockpit and spread a heavy foam 
extinguisher over the fire before further trouble 
developed. In Cannon's case, not only was there 
serious injury but S4 million damage. 


Not all our rocket-plane'pilots have been even 


this lucky. In a 1953 captive test (one in which 
the rocket plane is not launched from its mother 
ship), the rocket fuel exploded in a ball of yellow- 
white flame in the belly of the B-52 while in mid- 
air. Skip Zeigler, a test pilot, and crewman Frank 
Walko died. 


On Sept. 7. 1953, Capt Milbum Apt took the 


X-2, another predecessor of X-15, on the unlucky 
13th test of rocket planes. He had just set a world's 
speed record of 2,094 mph when the plane reacted 
unstably, largely because of its stubby, five-foot 
wing spi eads It tipped into a cartwheel and flat- 
tened Apt under unbearable G-forces. The X-2 
screamed into an inverted spin with Apt desper- 
ately trying to eject himself (salvaged films of the 
fight against overwhelming gravity forces are now 
usetfin pilot training). Apt managed to eject the 
nose capsule from the plane but couldn't free him- 
self from the capsule itself. Trapped, he plunged 
40.000 feet to the desert floor and death.

Fire crews were ready, but they couldn't help re- 


calling a similar incident 10 years before involving 
the X-15"s granddaddy, X-l. and test pilot Joe 
Cannon. The mother plane set down successfully 
with Cannon and the fully fueled X-l and taxied 
into an emergency area. As fire squads rushed 
forward, an carthshr.king blast rocked Edwards, 
and the mated planes were enveloped in a burning 
fog of vaporizing liquid oxygen (Lox). 


Cannon hurtled from the plane, yelling—"Get 


out! She's going to go!" He had almost run from 
the danger zone when he slipped and fell face for- 
ward into Lox spilling on the runway. It ate away 
his flight suit and froze his skin, incapacitating 
him for a year. 


In Joe Walker's case, the same fate seemed in- 


evitable. As the B-52 inched toward the runway, 
its pilot let loose the braking parachute. It disin- 
tegrated in the backwash, and the B-52 screeched 
onto the runway at top speed. The pilot hit his 
wheel brakes, but the speed caused sparks which 
ignited a fire in the wheel carriage next to Walker 
and his explosive load of Lox and ammonia. 


Fumes and whining sirens are what Walker re- 


calls most vividly, but rescuers quickly extracted

Despite troubles, test pilots have had an abiding 


faith in the 10-year-old program—a faith which 
paid off last month in a record flight nearly 50 
miles up at 4,070 mph! (In this flight, White's outer 
windshield shattered, obscuring half his visibility 
for a 200-mph landing.) 


More important than this final record, however, 


are the breakthroughs in space technology already 
recorded by the X-15 and its predecessors: the Air 
Force's Dyna-Soar, a winged orbital re-entry 
vehicle, owes much of its advancement to lessons 
learned in the X-15; our future 2,000 mph pas- 
senger rocket planes, now on the drawing board's, 
will be based on X-15 achievements; even our 
Mercury space-capsule program has borrowed 
from thp X-15. 


Basically, the X-15 is a flying laboratory testing 


types of hardware which future spaceships, trav- 
eling at speeds approaching that of light, will use 
in reaching distant planets. It is the only aircraft 
that has left the earth's atmosphere and returned 
with the pilot in full control: the development of 
control and stability is among the most important 
discoveries in recent space technology. 


It is this prideful sense of accomplishment that 


overrides any apprehensions the pilots may have 
about pushing the X-15 to its far horizons. "When 
we go up,'' says White, "we are aware that we can 
get into all sorts of trouble. But we have prepared 
extensively for every possibility in ground train- 
ing, and we have hundreds of assigned tasks in 
flight to assure a good flight. It's all worth it, the 
satisfaction of contributing to knowledge.'' 


Joe Walker feels much the same. "It's a demand- 


ing task to get done what you're sent up there to 
do, and when you're flying you're too busy to 
clutter up your mind with worry. And when'you 
set down, well, you feel so good about doing your 
job, you forget to worry." 


Not Every Flight Is Routine 


Walker, though, can remember one time when 


he couldn't help "cluttering" his mind with worry. 


On March 30. he was sitting in the snug seat of 


the X-15 listening to B-52 pilot Fitzhugh Fulton 
count down for launch. Midway through, Walker 
had to hold the count. "Lost our liquid-nitrogen 
cooler. Mixing chamber quit.'7 


Liquid nitrogen cools the cockpit and flight suit- 


its failuie could turn the X-15 into a baking oven 
Walker jiggled the mixer handle. "I've worn out 
a finger," he said discouragingly after a long 
silence, and then with lifting voice. "Oh . . . I got 
it on again. That was touch and go." 


Fulton completed the count down, pulled the pin 


and the X-15 kicked off. Walker grasped a small 
white knob to his left and pushed it to IGNITE. 
Nothing. The plane was powerless. "I don't have 
a start," Walker complained. 


At ground control, Jack McKay radioed: "Shut 


down. Try again." 


"Restarting procedure," Walker replied. The 


lever went back in the gearbox—then onto ignite 
again. Almost 14 seconds ticked off before Walker 
could report: "It caught!'' 


At a 35-dcgree angle, Walker soared to 100,000 


feet, tested eight small rockets for upper-atmos- 
phere control, then glided toward a dead-stick 
(powerless) landing, thinking the day's work 
done. At 80,000 feet, however, he was in trouble for 
the third time. Unaccountably, the plane went into 
violent convulsions, bouncing Walker up and down 
like a human piston. 


"My God," Walker radioed, "we're shaking to 


pieces . . ." 


Almost breathless, his instrument panel a dizzy- 


ing blur before him. Walker clutched the stick and 
let the plane ride out the brutal buffeting. Slowly 
the instruments steadied in his vision; every thing 
read correctly, and the shaking was subsiding. The 
X-15 was coming through its most violent struc- 
tural assault in perfect shape—so was Joe Walker, 
except for a sore seat. 


They Walk A way—with Humor 


On the ground, Walker admitted the rocket's 


initial failure "was a cliff hanger—when the old 
thing started kicking me in the butt, it sure felt 
good." Other than that admission, he remained a 
study in casualness. 


As Walker walked away, though, one of the old- 


time crewmen at Edwards recalled the base's 
favorite story. A test pilot had experienced a prob- 
lem like Walker's and, upon landing, was asked 
how long it had taken before the equipment re- 
sponded properly. 


"Oh, I can t say for sure," the pilot said non- 


chalantly, "but it was just about the time it takes 
to say three 'Our Fathers.'"

Holiday Variety Cookies 


TO PREPARE: 30 KIN. 


2 cap* flour 
% teaspoon ground cinnamon 
Vt teaspoon ground clove* 
1 cup butter 
1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
1 cup sugar 
2 egg yolks 
1 cup finely chopped blanched almond* 


1. Blend first three ingredients together and 
set aside. 
2. Cream butter and lemon peel until but- 
ter is softened. Add sugar gradually, cream- 
ing until fluffy after each addition. 
3. Beat in egg yolks. Add dry ingredients 
gradually, beating well after each addition. 
Stir in almonds. 
4. Chill dough thoroughly, about 3 hrs. 
5. Proceed for each variety as directed. 


Fitted Cookie* 


Roll out half of chilled dough % in. thick 


on a lightly floured surface. Cut with 1%- 
to 2-in. round or star cookie cutters. Place 
on lightly greased cookie sheets. 


Spread about % teaspoon strawberry or 


other fruit preserve almost to edge of each 
Cookie. Roll out remaining dough and cut 
into the same shapes; cut the centers out 
with smaller cutters of the same shape.

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(about 1% cups)— 


Cream 2 tablespoons batter and % tea- 
spoon vanilla extract together until soft- 
ened. Thoroughly beat in, in order, 1% cups 
sifted confectioners' sugar and 1 table- 
spoon warm cream. Divide into as many 
portions as colors of frosting desired. Tint 
each portion to desired color by mixing in 
one or les^ drops of food coloring.

Force meringue through 
tube swirling to form rosettes on lined 
cookie sheets. 
6. Bake at 200°F for 1% hrs.

Chocolate Meringues 


Follow recipe for Mint Meringues omitting 
food coloring and substituting % teaspoon 
vanilla extract for the peppermint extract 
When the egg whites have formed stiff 
peaks, with final few strokes, beat in 3 
tablespoons Dutch process cocoa. 


Follow recipe for Chocolate Meringues sub- 
stituting 1 tablespoon instant coffee for the 
3 tablespoons cocoa.

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Carol Lawrence: 
New 
Star in a 
Big Way 


You can see her in 
movies, TV, and on 
Broadway—an all-around performer who

UST ABOUT EVERYTHING Carol LaW- 
rence dreamed about as a child 


comes true this Christmas season. 


Carol, a jack-of-all-theatrical-trades 


with intense Latin eyes set against a 
Nordic complexion, has been dancing 
since she was four; this week, at 26, 
Carol perfoims in a modern version 
of the Nutcracker Suite ballet in a tele- 
vision spectacular. As a teen-ager in 
Melrose Park, 111., she sat for hours in 
a_darkened movie house "immersed in 
Bette Davis"; in a couple of weeks, she 
debuts as a dramatic actress in the 
film version of Arthur Miller's "View 
from the Bridge." At 17, she was tak- 
ing her first hesitant steps in New 
York's legitimate theater, dreaming of 
stardom; next week, she opens with top 
billing in David Merrick's Broadway 
musical, "Subways Are for Sleeping." 


For Carol, the end of 1961 brings 


the chmax of an unrelenting and often 
painful drive toward stardom. 


Looking back, Carol says it seemed 


her parents—Michael Laraia, an insur- 
ance businessman, and his wife Rose— 
"were operating a commuter service'' 
transporting Carol from dance classes 
to neighborhood performances. Neither, 
though, could be labeled a "stage parent." 


"They just knew what I wanted, and 


they wanted what I wanted," Carol ex- 
plains. That seems typical of the way 
Carol affects people. After graduation 
from Proviso High School in Maywood, 
III, her instructors virtually lobbied a 
scholarship from Northwestern Univer- 
sity's famed dramatic school. 


Despite the demands of training 


and performances, Carol had been a 
straight-A student at Proviso. "I just 
did what everybody told me to do," 
she says. "The other students spent 
most of their time trying to dodge 
work. I was called 'gullible.' I never 
understood that. Who were they cheat- 
ing? I felt my teachers were trying to 
help me. It turns out they were." 


Knowing her fascination lor the stage. 


her parents took her to New York. Aft- 
er some small roles, her first big part 
was in "New Faces of 1952." It was also 
a big lesson. "Everybody in the cast 
was young—and versatile," she recalls. 
"They wrote skits and music, danced, 
and sang. I realized that to be a pro- 
fessional, I had to know more than 
dancing. Most of the money I made was 
spent on drama and singing lessons. 
Whatever was to come, I wanted to be 
prepared." 


Carol never lacked for jobs. She went 


from one show to another—"Plain and 
Fancy," "Shangri-La," "Me and Juliet." 
She also married puppeteer Cosmo 
(Gus) Allegretti in 1956. 


In 1957 came a moment of decision. 


Choreographer Jerome Robbins was 
casting the role of Maria in "West Side 
Story"—casting it for more than a year. 
"Jerry had a set idea of who Maria was, 
and it wasn't me," Carol says. "But as 
long as nobody else could satisfy him, 
either, I had a chance. Over 18 months. 
I auditioned 13 times. Each time I 
learned more. Eventually, I made my- 
self into the Maria he imagined." 
T 


HIS WAS THE ROLE that brought her 
to the top on Broadway. From it 


came numerous TV performances and 
a movie—and also a divorce. Gus Alle- 
gretti had their marriage annulled in 
1959 because Carol refused to risk "her 
all-important career to raise a family." 
He alleged that she told him: "I have 
worked hard since I was a little girl, 
and I must have a career." 


The year 1962 is going to be the pay- 


off year for a girl who, for all her am- 
bition, has won affection as well as re- 
spect from coworkers—not always com- 
patible reactions in show business. 


"It's been worth the sacrifice," Carol 


says. "It's almost like paying off a big 
debt—to myself, in a way, but more 
important, to people like my parents 
and teachers and almost everybody I've 
been lucky enough to work with."
